2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: These claims lack 
unity as evidenced by the "X" reference WO 2003/038823 cited in the international 
search report completed on 04-28-2005. If the applicant were to elect the medium of 
group I, the apparatus claims of group II, which require the medium of group I, would 
also be examined also. 

3. A telephone call was made to Eric Jensen on 1 1/25/2008 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims
